As all readers of sports pages know, every year it has one of the 
Nation's best basketball teams. 

It gives to Peoria, Illinois, a good academic atmosphere which 
overcomes, in part in some minds, the linking of Peoria with whiskey 
and crime; it is a great distilling town. 

I would think that this recognition by an accredited university 
like Bradley would be acceptable to the Director. Should the Director 
accept, the letter should state, as always, that he will not accept an 
honorarium to cover his expenses.
